irmingham born Ambassador Marvin L. Warner, chairman of the board and 
Borincipai owner of the Birmingham Stallions, has balanced a vital and 
productive life in real estate. insurance, banking, horse breeding and racing, 
politics and professional sports. 

Ambassador Warner was the United States Ambassador to Switzerland 
from 1977 until 1979 and last year he was elected president of the Council of 
American Ambassadors. Washington, D.C, 

Ambassador Warner's successes have been many and the winning of the 
third annual USFL Championship Game by the Birmingham Stallions in 
December of 1985 is an ambition highest on his list. 

“We came awfully close in 1984 to reaching the Championship,” Mr. 
Warner Said. ‘That is our ultimate goal. To win the championship for the great 
fans of Birmingham and the State of Alabama. 

“And I believe we can do that. | believe in our franchise, the people who 
run it, the coaches and our players. | think Rollie Dotsch is an outstanding 
football coach; a man capable of leading us to that Championship. We have the 
talent." 

Ambassador Warner considers Birmingham his home. “I may live in other 
cities of the world and our country,” he once said, ‘but Birmingham will be 
forever my home. Of course, you make your home physically where you live. 
and | really like Cincinnati (Ohio). | have a lot of friends there. But my roots are 
in Alabama. This is where | was-born and went to grammar school, Phillips 
High School, and the University of Alabama, both for my undergraduate and 
law degrees. That is why | feel so strongly about the Stallions being so active— 
and involved—in the community, | don't want a franchise that just plays 
football and gives nothing to the city—yes we want for Birmingham 
championship football and a team that gives of itself to the community. I think 
the Stallions do that—our people—coaches, players and front office 
personnel—are active, caring, involved and contributing citizens.” 

The construction business took Ambassador Warner to Cincinnati and he 
soon became one of the State of Ohio's most honored citizens. He has received 
many awards, including the State of Ohio Governor's Award for distinguished 
service; is a past chairman of the Ohio Board of Regents; is a past Grand 
Commodore of the Association of Ohio Commodores. civic leaders of the state 
who are selected by the governor, and, in 1983 was appointed chairman of the 
Ohio Building Authority by Governor Richard Celeste. 3 


He was named as a member of the United States Delegation to the 23rd 
General Assembly of the United Nations in 1968 by the late President Lyndon 
B. Johnson. 

Ambassador Warner's farm—‘‘Warnerton’’—is well Known in the breeding 
and racing of thoroughbreds. Today he owns over 200 thoroughbreds, the 
most famous of which is Stalwart. He won one of the richest races for two-year- 
olds in history in 1982 at Hollywood Park, Calif. The purse was $714,000. 

The Stallions mark his second venture into professional football. He once 
owned 48 percent of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers of the National Football 
League. At one time he also owned 10 percent of the New York Yankees 
baseball team of the American League.

Except in professional football. And he hopes to make that prestigious 
walk in 1985. 

The electricity and excitement generated by the Stallions in 1984." said 
Marvin L. “Mark” Warner, Jr., “only gave our commitment greater depth and 
meaning. Since the inception of the team, we—my father and |—have wanted 
nothing more than to give the great fans of Birmingham and the State of 
Alabama a championship football team. 

“We did that in 1984 to one extent, winning the Southern Division 
Championship. The ultimate goal is, however, to win the United States Football 
League Championship. 

“And | believe that goal is attainable,” continued the vice chairman of the 
board of the local USFL team, “I personally feel that Rollie Dotsch is one of the 
really outstanding head coaches in all of football. 

"| feel Rollie has assembled a most capable staff of assistant coaches and 
a talented group of athletes. He is a winner and he has taught his people to 
win. 

“| feel qood about our team and the future. And | feel that with some luck 
and not too many injuries, we can fulfill our pledge to give our fans a winning, 
championship football team.” 

Championships are not foreign to Mr. Warner, He has trophy cases to prove 
that. 

He first carved his niche in sports in 1972. That was when he was named 
the All-Around Youth Champion for the State of Ohio. He was the National 
Reining Champion for the American Junior Quarter Horse Association in 1974. 

As a schoolboy athlete at Country Day School at Cincinnati, Ohio, he also 
earned a reputation in football. He starred there as an elusive running back. 

While he did not play sports in college, he remained an avid fan. At the 
same time, he continued to show horses and win championship ribbons at 
events throughout the Southeast and Midwest. 

In 1980 he was graduated magna cum laude from the University of 
Cincinnati. He holds a Bachelor's Degree in Business Administration with a 
major in finance, 
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Mr. Warner is owner and general manager of Warnerton Farms of 
Lexington, Ky., one of America’s best known and most successful 
thoroughbred breeding and racing operations. 

Stalwart is the most celebrated name in Warnerton Farm’‘s stables. The 
handsome steed won the richest two-year-old race in history in 1982 at 
Hollywood Park, Calif. The purse that afternoon was $714,000, 

In addition to his farm, Mr. Warner also is very active in many civic and 
business endeavors. He is a director of the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Commission; is currently serving his second year as Chairman of the United 
Way, Thoroughbred Division, and, is a member of the boards of directors of 
Warner National Corporation of Cincinnati, a financial holding company, and 
Home State Savings and American Savings Association of Miami, Fla.

ou hear his name in new football circles these days. It travels among 

the elite. 

‘That is where it belongs,” says Peter Hadhazy, Director of Operations of 
the United States Football Leaque. ‘He has earned being recognized as one of 
our Leaque’s top executives. 

“In his two years in the Leaque, he has already accumulated more first- 
hand knowledge of the game than many pro football executives who have been 
in the game a lot longer. 

“The Stallions were .500 (9-9) in their first year. This past season they won 
the Southern Division Championship. 

’They (the club) got there because a lot of people worked hard...none 
harder than their team president. People all over the Leaque have come to 
have the highest regard for him,” 

“Reputations are nice, certainly, said Sklar, “but the highest compliment 
for me—and our entire organization—would be to be recognized as champions 
of the USFL. And that is certainly our goal. 

“We are dedicated to the proposition of working very hard to make that 
happen. Each of us is of the opinion that our fans are among the greatest in 
the world. And there is nothing that we had rather do than honor their loyalty 
and interest in our club than winning the USFL championship for them.” 

Sklar’s accession to USFL prominence was duly acknowledged in early 
June of 1984. That is when he was named to the Leaque’s prestigious 
Competition Committee. He is joined on that august body by Carl D. Peterson, 
president and general manager of the League champion Philadelphia Stars; Dr. 
Jerry Argovitz, owner of the Houston Gamblers; Vince Lombardi, Jr., president 
and general manager of the Oakland Invaders, and, Tampa Bay Bandits head 
coach Steve Spurrier. 

It was Hadhazy who announced the appointment of the Stallions president. 
The Leaque official explained that members of the Competition Committee are 
selected to serve ‘based on their contributions to the USFL and their 
Knowledge of the Leaque’s inner-workings, both from a business standpoint 
and the aspect of on-field competition.” 

“lam honored to have been asked to be on the Committee,” said Sklar. "1 
think it was (Miami Dolphins head coach) Don Shula who once said that he 
wouldn't consider leaving the National Football Leaque because he was on the 
Competition Committee in the leaque. Some people feel that way about this 
10 
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committee in the USFL as well.” 

Respect for the Birmingham team president abounds within his own 
organization. 

“There is no way to measure his contributions to the success our program 
has enjoyed,” says Stallions head coach Rollie Dotsch, “He has been extremely 
helpful and most supportive. We have, at various times, talked about what the 
needs of our team are. And he has done a tremendous job of trying to fill those 
needs.” 

Sklar's work to build the Stallions into a viable championship contender 
drew national attention in late July. It came with the announcement from The 
Sporting News that he finished one vote behind Philadelphia's Peterson in 
balloting for USFL Executive of the Year. 

The Mississippi-born executive also has been highly saluted for the civic 
and charity work the club has done under his direction, “Our players, coaches 
and front office personnel have made well over 1,000 public appearances. And 
we donated and helped raise in excess of $250,000 to various charitable 
endeavors. 

“One of the main premises when Ambassador (Marvin L.) Warner brought 
the USFL to Birmingham was that we would not merely be a professional sports 
franchise here for the sole purpose of playing football. He said he wanted the 
team and its personnel active in the community; working for the betterment of 
the community and its people, 

“That is what we have tried to do in our first two years. And itis something 
to which we are dedicated, staying active and involved in the community. 

We want to play winning, championship football, certainly.” he continued, 
“but we want to be a winning and championship organization too, And the way 
for us to do that, we feel, is to be active and involved.” 

Sklar, son of the late Mayor William Sklar and Mrs. Esther Sklar of Louise, 
Miss., was named president of the Stallions on July 20, 1982. He was hired by 
Ambassador Warner. 

“My family was living in New Orleans at the time of my first contact (about 
the job) with the Ambassador,” the team president noted. ‘I had known him for 
several years, having first met him when we lived in Birmingham. After our 
initial telephone conversation, he came to New Orleans to visit with us. Then 
he invited me to fly to Cincinnati, his home, to talk further about the position 
with the ball club.” 

Notwithstanding any sport, Sklar admits to being ‘an ardent sports fan. | 
have been all of my life. 1am one of those guys who reads boxscores and every 
word in The Sporting News.” 

He spent his childhood at Louise, Miss., where he played all sports. After 
graduation from high school he enrolled at the University of Alabama, After 
taking a degree in accounting there, he became an executive trainee at 
Loveman’'s Department Store of Birmingham. A short time later, however, he 
entered the military with an R.O.T.C. commission, At the end of his duty he 
returned to Loveman's where he rose to the position of president in 1978. Two 
years later he was named president of Maison Blanche Department Store of 
New Orleans, La. 

Sklar is married to the former Miss Jean Marcus of Vicksburg, Miss. They 
have two children. Son Brad is a first year law student at the University of 
Alabama. Their daughter, Suzanne, is a senior at the University of Texas 
majoring in communications.

H;: will visit there often, he has promised, Yet Rollie Dotsch will not be 
spending as much time in his old coaching haunts in 1985 as in years 
past. 

He won't be devoting the bulk of his time to the area where the offensive 
line works. Somebody else will be in charge there. 

The 51-year-old Michigan native is going to be a full-time head coach. He 
has hired somebody to oversee the O" line. 

“When you're coaching the offensive line,’ Dotsch said, “it is a full-time 
job. It stretched me a little thin at times when | wasn’t able to participate in the 
planning of other things. 

“| feel that in being the true head coach in every sense of the word, | 
should be able to better judge and evaluate our personnel; be more involved in 
our defense and pay more—and closer—attention to our special teams.” 

Thus 1985 will mark the first time in almost a quarter century that the 
Stallions leader has not been involved in coaching a position. In the first two 
years of the United States Football Leaque, he was the Leaque’s only head man 
who also was a positional coach. 

“For a while | probably will feel that | am missing something, not being 
with the quys down in the pits,” Dotsch admitted. “But by the same token I feel 
that it is time | do this. 

“When | took this job two years ago, | felt that eventually | would have to 
devote all my time to being a head coach. And (principal owner) Mr. (Marvin) 
Warner and (team president) Mr. (Jerry) Sklar Knew this. 

“We all agreed that after two years it would probably be time for me to do 
this; to become a true head coach and hire an offensive line coach. 

“We have our system in offensively and the techniques are all in now,” he 
continued. “And I feel good about this. We have made some strides.” 

The Stallions’ development under Dotsch's whip hand fully support his 
assessment concerning progress. The ‘84 club posted a 15-5 record, won the 
USFL’s Southern Division Championship and played in the Eastern 
Conference's Championship Game. 

"Overall if we continue to improve from our first year (9-9) to the second 
year, the coach said, ‘we should have a good football team and bea 
contender once again. Last year we came up a game too short. 

“If we get some good bounces and avoid the serious injury. | feel our team 
will be able to compete with anybody in the Leaque.”’ 
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“Banner” is one of the more adept adjectives one could use in describing 
Birmingham's 1984 statistical season. The club either tied for first place or led 
the League in seven important categories: 

it was No. | again for the second straight year in rushing offense (3,313 
total and 184.1 per game); first in average time of possession (32:39); first in 
first downs by rushing (185); first in third down efficiency (115 of 234 
attempts—49.1 percent); first in rushing first downs (92); tied with Philadelphia 
in Takeaways/Giveaways, and, its defense was first in possession time allowed 
(27:21). 

"There are many unknowns about the '85 season,”’ Dotsch said shortly 
before the club opened training camp. “But at this point | feel good about our 
team. There will probably be some turnover because we are constantly trying 
to upgrade and improve. 

“We feel that the signing of (former Auburn University star) Doug Smith 
should add a dominant lineman defensively to our team. And going into the 
season, | think we need three or four more players before we can become more 
dominant in that phase of the game. Offensively | feel pretty good about the 
team. | feel like we have at least the nucleus returning of a good team. 

“As | mentioned earlier, though, our goal will be to continue to upgrade 
the whole team.” 

Dating from the time he was a freshman in high school, the 1985 season 
marks Dotsch’s 40th year in organized football. He began his playing career as 
a fullback-defensive tackle at a small parochial high school at Lansing, Mich, 

He was later a two-way player (offense and defense) at Michigan State 
University under the legendary Duffy Daughterty. He was an alternate on the 
Spartans team that won the national championship in 1952. He started in 
1953 when MSU won a trip to the Rose Bowl, where it beat UCLA, 28-20. 

He began his coaching career shortly after graduation at Escanaba, Mich., 
High School. He moved into the collegiate coaching ranks in 1958 when he 
became defensive coordinator at Northern Michigan College, In 1961 he was 
named defensive backfield coach at the University of Colorado, where the 
Buffaloes played and lost to LSU (25-7) in the 1962 Orange Bowl. 

He moved to the University of Missouri in 1962 for a four-year stint. Then 
in 1966 he became a head coach for the first time. In five years at Northern 
Michigan (the last two as head coach-athletic director), his teams were 33-15-1 
and he was twice named district's coach of the year. 

He added pro football to his coaching dossier in 1972 when he was named 
offensive line coach of the Green Bay Packers of the National Football Leaque. 
He was there until 1974 when he became (for three seasons) linebackers coach 
of the New England Patriots. In 1977 he was named linebackers coach of the 
Detroit Lions and then moved on to become the offensive line coach of the 
Pittsburgh Steelers in 1978. 

In five glory-filled seasons with the Steelers he gained the reputation of 
being one of the game's greatest teachers, especially strong on fundamentals 
and technique, He also collected two diamond-studded championship rings, 
emblematic of the team’s back-to-back Super Bow! titles in 1978 and 1979. 

Dotsch, born Feb, 14, 1935, is married to the former Miss Carol Thomas of 
Escanaba, Mich. They have three children: Michael, 29, Helen, 24, and Moily, 9.

Bob Gates will never be acquitted of the charge 
that he is a workaholic. The evidence is too 
incriminating. No jury would rule otherwise. 

Rollie Dotsch is convinced of that. Completely. 

“The man is definitely a workaholic," insists the 
Stallions head coach. ‘There is no question about it. 
He is always working; searching for players who can 
help us. 

“And in terms of the administration of our 
football operations. Bob Gates is my right hand. | 
don’t think there is a better organized personnel 
director anywhere in professional football, He is 
outstanding; a man who not only has the dedication 
needed for his job, but also the ability to get things 
done. 

“Lam just delighted he is with us and hopefully 
will continue with us for many years ahead. He 
works very diligently and effectively.” 

Your organization is lucky to have kept him as long as you have,” said 
one long-time National Football Leaque employee. “Many people know about 
and respect Bob Gates—his knowledge of football, his ability to recognize 
talent and his good work habits. Our people say he’s the exemplary tireless 
worker.” 

The 40-year-old [owa native is quick to defend his reputation as ‘‘a tireless 
worker.” 

“It takes it,” he says, “it takes sometimes working long and hard hours to 
get the job done.” 

“The job” was first defined by Gates and the Stallions head coach in 
September of 1982, their first days together on the Birmingham scene, 

“Our commitment from Day One—Coach Dotsch’s and mine—has been to 
put together a high quality football team for the State of Alabama and in 
particular the City of Birmingham,” he said. “Our premise from the start has 
been to leave no stone unturned. And we are still pursuing that. 

“We are looking in every corner of the country for the individual—or 
individuals—who are the type players who can mesh into our scheme of what 
we want to do. | think we have taken some great strides in that direction, but 
the job is not yet complete. And it won't be until we're one of the teams playing 
in the USFL Championship Game at The Meadowlands in 1985. 

“That is one of our goals—to be in that game. And until we have 
accomplished all of them—until Birmingham is a continual contender for the 
League championship year after year—we will continue working...as long and 
as hard as it takes.” 

Gates first came into pro football prominence in the late 1970s. That is 
when he became a southeast area scout for Buffalo of the NFL. 

Long-time Bills director of player personnel Norm Pollom had this to say of 
his former employee: ‘During his time with us, | found Bob to be a very 
enthusiastic person, very knowledgeable about professional football and fully 
aware of what it takes to play the game and win. He is a very conscientious 
person who relates to his personnel, not only the college coaches with whom

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he deals, but also the players. The Stallions got a good man when they hired 
him.” 

The one-time Shenandoah, lowa prep all-star is a graduate of the University 
of lowa, He was a three-season letterman on the Hawkeyes varsity until felled 
by a knee injury which forced him to surrender his senior season (1964) of 
eligibility. 

He remained at lowa as a graduate assistant until 1966, then joined the 
coaching staff at Peru, Neb., State College. He was there two years. 

He taught and coached in public schools in lowa, Nebraska and Minnesota 
for the next five years. Then in 1972 he returned to the collegiate coaching 
ranks, accepting a position on the staff of Coach Cal Stoll at the University of 
Minnesota. 

Gates, born July 15, 1944, is married to the former Miss Joyce Blackburn 
of Shenandoah, lowa. They have one daughter, Wendi, 13. 


The load will be heavier in 1985. Nobody is more 
qualified or better able to carry it than Hank 
Kuhlmann, though. 

Rollie Dotsch says so, 

“lam delighted to have Hank back as our 
assistant head coach and offensive coordinator.’ 
said the Stallions head coach. "With us hiring an 
offensive line coach he will assume even greater 
responsibilities this year. 

“There is no doubt he is highly qualified to take 
on more, either, He is an outstanding coach who did 
an outstanding job for us last season, 

“| think Hank is definitely head coaching 
material. The day will come when someone will take 
Hank KuhImann a good look at him as a head coach. 

Assistant head coach “| consider him to be an outstanding candidate 

for a head coaching position,’ Dotsch continued. 
"He has an excellent coaching background and his productivity wherever he 
has been has been significant. 

“A great deal of the success we have had offensively and on special teams 
is a result of his diligent work.” 

For the second straight season, the Stallions’ 1984 offense ranked first in 
the USFL in rushing. The Kuhimann-tutored backs accumulated 3,315 total 
yards—or an average of 184.1 per game. Birmingham also ranked first in the 
all-important third down efficiency area, converting 115 of 254 attempts for a 
percentage of 49.1. 

Kuhimann, 47, came to Birmingham at the end of the 1982 NFL season. He 
had just concluded his eighth year as a member of the Chicago Bears coaching 
staff, As the club's backfield coach, his prized pupil was the legendary Walter 
Payton. 

Prior to joining the Chicago franchise, the hard-working St. Louis, Mo. 
native spent three seasons with the Green Bay Packers. Prior to that he was 
running backs and special teams coach at Notre Dame University (1975-77) 
and backfield coach at his alma mater, the University of Missouri (1965-7 1). 

In his undergraduate days, Kuhlmann was a two-sport all-star for the 
Tigers. He was an outstanding fullback in football and hard-hitting catcher in 
baseball, being named All-Big Eight Conference in both sports, 
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Upon his 1959 graduation, he was faced with three options: become a high 
school football coach, continue his playing career in the NFL or sign a contract 
with the St. Louis baseball! Cardinals. 

He opted for baseball, spending the next four years in the Cardinals’ minor 
leaque system, His best season came in 1961 when he hit .310 at Winnipeg of 
the Pioneer Leaque, 

After spending 1962 in Class AAA with Tulsa of the Pacific Coast Leaque, 
he retired and joined the coaching staff at Missouri, 

Born Oct. 6, 1937, Kuhlmann is married to the former Miss Donna Pickles 
of St, Louis, Mo. They are the parents of two children: Jeff, 15, and Tracey, 8. 


Tom Banks was between jobs less than two 
minutes. And a good 50 seconds of that time was 
used in suppressing his excitement long enough to 
accept the offer to coach the Stallions’ offensive 
line. 

He was named to that position in early January 
by Birmingham head coach Rollie Dotsch. He 
replaces Rich McGeorge who resigned to become 
offensive coordinator of the Tampa Bay Bandits, 

“This is great,’ exclaimed the 36-year-old 
Birmingham native, a multi-honored 13-year veteran 
of professional football. “lam real excited because 
this is a real good opportunity for me. Nobody loved 
playing football more than | did, and | always will. 
Tom Banks ‘But the timing is right lor me to retire. Very lew 
Offensive line people get the opportunity to move into coaching on 

a professional level riqht after playing. Its justa 
beautiful situation for me. 

Banks, the first Stallions player ever signed, retired after two seasons here. 
He was captain of the club's offensive unit each year. He spent 11 years in the 
National Football League, being named All-NFL four times while with the St, 
Louis Cardinals and playing in eight Pro Bowls. 

A two-time All-Southeastern Conference and All-America al Auburn 
Universily, he was the Cardinals’ eighth round selection in the players draft of 
1970. 

“| considered Tom lor the position when | first decided Lo become a lull- 
time head coach,” said Dotsch, ‘But | had the chance to pick up another coach 
(Frank Novak) with whom I'd coached before and known fora long time. Bul 
with Rich leaving, the opportunity for Tom came up again. 

“The big thing is that Tom wanted to coach badly, he wanted to be in 
Birmingham and stay with the Stallions. He's shown me all the things that | 
believe make a good coach, Ne wants to be a coach so bad, | really think he'll 
do a good job.” 

Banks. born Aug, 20, 1948 al Birmingham, was an all-state lootball 
standout al John Carroll High here. He is the father of one son, Trey, who is 14.

Frank Novak won't be paying any more long 
distance telephone bills when he wants to talk to 
the head coach of the Stallions. It is a local call 
now, 

Since early November, 1984 he has been a 
member of the Birmingham staff. He is the new 
wide receivers coach. 

‘| have the greatest respect for Rollie Dotsch,” 
the 46-year-old Massachusetts native said, “And 
any time in the past that | have had an important 
decision to make, I've always called him and 
sounded him out, 

“Some people have outstanding insight into 
— . long-range things, they can look at things down the 
Frank Novak road and seem to know what's best. | have always 
Receivers coach trusted Rollie’s judqment and opinion on things. | 

am really glad to be back working for him. 

It was Dotsch who gave Novak his first college coaching job. 

“| played for Rollie,” the new coach said. “He was an assistant coach at 
Northern Michigan College where | played (and starred as a quarterback). So 
when he became the head coach there he offered me ajob on his staff. | was 
his backfield coach and academic counselor from 1966 until 1972. Of course 
Rollie left us in 1970, though, to become an assistant coach at Green Bay (of 
the National Football Leaque).” 

‘We are quite pleased to have Frank on our staff,’ Dotsch said. “He has 
extensive coaching experience—first working at the prep level. then at the 
collegiate Division I! Jevel, later at a major university and finally in the pros. 
He was offensive backfield coach for the Oklahoma Outlaws in 1984 and did 
an outstanding job for them.” 

An all-star athlete at Leominster, Mass., High School, Novak was a record- 
setting quarterback at Northern Michigan. Upon his graduation he signed a 
contract with the Toronto Argonauts of the Canadian Football Leaque. He 
played there in 1962 and then began his coaching career. 

Ne was an assistant coach first at lron Mountain, Mich., High and New 
London, Ct., High. In 1966 he joined Dotsch at Northern Michigan, followed 
by stints at East Carolina University (1975); the University of Virginia 
(1974-75); the University of Western Illinois (1976-77) and Holy Cross 
(1978-85), 

Born May 18, 1958 at Leominster, Mass.. he is married to the former Miss 
Ellen Easley of Vermont, tll. The coach has five children; Frank Michael, 23; 
Kim Marie, 22; Tracy Ann, 21; Linda Jo, 20, and Jason 10. 
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In the vernacular of today, Morris Watts really 
did a number in 1984 on Birmingham's 
quarterbacks. 

“He certainly gave them a very positive outlook 
on football,’ said Head Coach Rollie Dotsch. ‘He is 
an extremely positive individual, a real hard and 
dedicated worker and excellent football coach.” 

Starting quarterback Cliff Stoudt echoes his 
head coach's sentiments about the 46-year-old 
Watts: Morris really helped me with my confidence 
} and | felt | learned more about the mechanics of 
playing quarterback than | ever had in my whole 
career. In a very positive way he made me—and all 
the other quarterbacks—work harder than ever. 

‘Last season was the first time in my life that | 
had ever had a personal coach in pro ball. He was 
there with me every step of the way, in practice and 
in the games. He made me understand my position of playing quarterback and 
what that position meant to the rest of the team better than I have ever 
understood.” 

Under Watts’ tutelage, Stoudt enjoyed the most productive season of his 
career- The eight-year veteran ended ‘84 as the USFL’s second highest rated 
quarterback (101.6), He also led the |8-team Leaque in fewest number of 
interceptions thrown with seven. 

This will mark the Birmingham coach's second year in professional 
football. He joined Dotsch’s staff in December of 1985. 

A graduate of the University of Tulsa, he began his coaching career in 
1961. His first job was at his alma mater, Seneca, Mo., High, where he had been 
a Prep All-America running back in the mid-1950s. (He also played running 
back at UT.) 

From 1962 through 1964, he was head coach at Joplin, Mo,, High. He then 
became the offensive coordinator at Drake University (1965-71). His next stops 
were al the University of Louisville in 1972 as offensive coordinator; the 
University of Indiana as offensive coordinator, 1975-81; Kansas University as 
offensive coordinator, 1982, and, Louisiana State University as quarterback 
coach, 1983. 

Born Jan, 26, 1938, he is married to the former Miss Kay Hughes of 
Pawhuska, Okla. They have two children: daughter Charlavan, L8, and son 
Danny. 17.

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When the Stallions’ defense didn't work to his 
satisfaction early in 1984, Birmingham's head coach 
pulled it in for a complete overhaul. Literally. And 
Carl Reese was the mechanic he assigned to fix it. 

“He proved that he has an excellent football 
mind and that he is very innovative early last 
season,” said Rollle Dotsch, “When we evolved into a 
nickel defense—a four-man front with five defensive 
backs—I think Carl showed what an innovator he is. 

“During the year we qave people (opponents) a 
lot of problems. Early, our personnel was probably 
not strong enough to just sit in and play a base 
defense. So we experimented with a lot of different 
L things during the course of the year and many of 
Carl Reese them proved very, very siqnificant in the success 
Defensive coordinator we had. 

“Carl did an outstanding job in adapting our 
personnel to what he designed defensively,” Dotsch continued, ‘He also did a 
areat job with our young defensive backs; a group of young kids, really, like 
(Chuck) Clanton, (Dennis) Woodberry, (David) Evans, (Ricky) Ray, (Fred) 
Bohannon, (Von) Mansfield and (Robert) Gentry, And | think that they are all 
gonna do nothing but get better under Carl's direction.” 

The Birmingham defense ranked sixth overall in the USFL in 1984. It tied 
with Philadelphia for the lead in pass interceptions with 28; was second 
against the rush (giving up 1,869 yards or an average of 105.8 per game) and 
was first in lowest possession time, allowing the opponents an average of only 
27:21 with the football. 

Throughout his coaching career, the 41-year-old Reese has been acclaimed 
as a brilliant defensive architect. In six years at the University of Missouri 
(1977-82), his units were ranked among the best in the country. 

This will mark the Missouri native’s 20th year in coaching. He began as a 
graduate assistant at Missouri, his alma mater, in 1966. One year later he 
Joined Dotsch, who had become head coach at Northern Michigan College, as 
an assistant. He was there three years. His other stops were at Southern Iflinois 
University (one year); East Carolina (four years); the University of Virginia (one 
year) and the University of Kansas (two years). 

A standout athlete al Missouri, Reese captained the 1955 Tigers team that 
beat Florida—quarterbacked by Heisman Trophy winner Steve Spurrier—20-18 
in the Sugar Bowl. Spurrier is today the head coach of the USFL’s Tampa Bay 
Bandits. 

Born June 15, 1943, the Stallions coach is married to the former Miss 
Pamela Cornwell of Springfield. Mo, The couple has two children: daughter 
Jenny, 17, and son Andy, 9. 
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John Mitchell certainly wouldn't be ashamed to 
take his report card home—if coaches in 
professional football got them. 

His marks have been that high. Like from the 
1984 season, when Birmingham head coach Rollie 
Dotsch issued this verbal grade: 

‘Coach Mitchell did another fine job with our 
linebackers. He's a good and dedicated worker, | 
think that the emergence of Bill Roe into a very 
consistent performer—plus the play of Taft Sales 
and Herbie Spencer —will attest to that. 


- “| think our linebacking corps got stabilized as 
the year went along and it became a pretty good 
\ group, And especially toward the end of the year.” 
John Mitchell Mitchell does enjoy his work, He has proved that 
Linebackers coach everywhere he has been, as a player and coach, 


The 33-year-old Mobile native, a consensus All- 
America defensive end at the University of Alabama. is beginning his third 
season with the Stallions. tte had been on the stalf at the University of 
Arkansas six years prior to that. 

In the late 1960s, Mitchell was widely heralded as one of the State of 
Alabama's premier schoolboy talents. Ne was a two sport—football and 
basketball—star at Williamson High School at Mobile. 

Shortly after his graduation from high school, he decided against playing 
football at a major college and siqned instead with Eastern Arizona Junior 
College at Thatcher, Ariz. There he became a two-year Junior College All- 
America, 

The next two years found him earning the same kind of national honors at 
Alabama under the late and legendary Paul “Bear’ Bryant. 

Alter his eligibility ended at the Capstone, he became a member ol 
Bryant's coaching staff. Ne was there five years. 

Mitchell, born Oct. 14, 1950, is married to the former Miss Joyce Crawlord 
of Eutaw, Ala. They have no children. 
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If you sat him down at a drawing board and 
asked him to sketch out the figure of what he'd 
} expect a coach to look like, Rollie Dotsch's final 
product would probably look an awful lot like Mike 
Tolleson. 

The first things I look for in a coach,” the 
Stallions head man once said, “are a man’s ability to 
teach, his knowledge of fundamentals and 
techniques and his dedication to his work,” 

Prior to the start of the '85 season, he gave this 
assessment of his defensive line coach: 

“Mike just did an outstanding job of teaching 
the fundamentals of defensive line play in 1984. We 
' developed a more consistent pass rush and he 
Mike Tolleson proved to be a very valuable addition to our 
Defensive line coach coaching staff.” 

Tolleson, 37, joined the Stallions in 1984, He 
came from the University of Arkansas where he had served for two years as the 
Razorbacks’ defensive line coach. 

An Alabama native, he was a three-sport, nine-time letterman at Anniston 
High School in the mid-1960s, He earned four monograms in football, three in 
track and two in wrestling. He was a two-time All-State linebacker for the 
Bulldogs. 

His first two varsity football seasons were spent alt the University of 
Tampa. When the school dropped the sport at the end of the 1967 season, he 
transferred to Delta State College. He earned two more letters there. 

Upon his graduation from college, he became the defensive coordinator at 
Lineville, Ala., High School. He went to Livingston State Universily as a 
qraduate assistant in 1972 and then moved back to the prep ranks a year later. 
He was on the staff at Guntersville, Ala.. High in 1975. 

He spent the next two seasons in the Grealer Birmingham area as 
defensive coordinator at Minor High School. He returned to college coaching in 
1976 as an assistant at Livingston State. He was the assistant head coach and 
defensive coordinator there in 1977 and 1978. His next move was to Louisiana 
Tech (1979) as defensive coordinator. He joined the Arkansas staff in 1980, 

Born April 10, 1947, he is married to the former Miss Wilda Sue Winn of 
Ohatchee, Ala, They have three daughters: Michelle, 13, Shannon, 5, and 
Heather, 2. 
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Woody Peoples has been unaffected—totally, 
according to his boss—by the reputation he has 
earned as a scout for the Stallions, He has proved 
he’s no coaster,” a person who lives today on 
yesterday's accomplishments. 

“He is a great asset to our organization,” says 
Birmingham director of player personnel Bob Gates. 
“He is an honest, hard-working and industrious 
person who has an evaluative eye when it comes to 
looking at football talent. 

“Woody is well known and very respected by 
everybody with whom he comes in contact. And in 
the past two years, because of his hard work, he has 

~ J become one of the top men in his field.” 
Woody Peoples Peoples, who retired at the end of the 1980 
Scout season, is best remembered for his brilliant career in 
the National Football Leaque. He starred for 10 
seasons with Lhe San Francisco 49ers and four with the Philadelphia Eagles. He 
was a four-time All-Pro selection during his career. 

A Birmingham native, he graduated from old Ullman High School. Later he 
became a three-time All-America at Grambling University, 

“We also have two part-time scouts,” Gates said, “Jimmy Nipper, who owns 
his own company (Aqua-Flow Equipment Inc. of Dolomite, Ala.) and Bill 
Wildermuth, who is associated with Westavco of Alabama, have each been with 
us three years. They do an admirable job for us out in the field. Jimmy was an 
outstanding quarterback at Samford University back in the 1970s and also 
coached locally at the high school level for a few years. Bill, who also has a vast 
coaching background, travels the Southeast for his company and this affords 
us the use of his talents." 

Additionally the Stallions have the nucleus of seven additional part-time 
scouts, Gates said, ''who are either former college or high school coaches or 
ex-NFL players. 

“During the fall we tried to involve our assistant coaches and Coach 
Dotsch,’ he said. We feel thal we get greater evaluative decisions from our 
coaches because they are here first hand and they know what it takes to win 
and what kind of people (talent) we are looking for,’ 

Gates said the club will have no person designed as a pro scout in 1985. "I 
will probably handle that assignment,’ he said. “We will survey and keep 


records on the players and teams in the USFL and maintain records on players 
in the NFL,” he noted. 


During the season, Mike Roberts would prefer 
seeing as little of the Stallions players as possible. 

it's nothing personal, understand. It is just that 
as the club's “most capable’“—in the words of Head 
Coach Rollie Dotsch—head trainer, he had rather see 
the players on the field.

Roberts, certified as an athletic trainer and emergency medical technician. 
begins his third season with the Stallions. Me joined the team well coached in 
his field, holding a B.S, degree from the University of Montevallo; an M.S. 
degree in sports administration from Eastern Kentucky University, and, several 
credils toward another degree from the University of Kentucky. 

Dave Henze, 28, returns as Roberts’ assistant trainer. A native 
Pennsylvanian, Henze has a B.S. degree in psychology from the University of 
Kentucky and an M.S. degree in physical education with a specialization in 
athletic training from Ohio University. He joined the Stallions in 1985 from 
Penn State, Ogontz campus at Abington, Pa. 

The Stallions’ medical team is headed by Dr. Larry Lemak, ‘an outstanding 
physician in a number of respects,” according to Roberts. “He is very up-to- 
date on most sports medicines and he has the players’ interest at heart. 

“Dr. Lemak and | don't take any injury lightly. We re a little bit 
conservative, but we like it that way. In the long run it makes for a better 
situation for the player.” 
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“Inventory Day” in the Stallions’ equipment 
room isn’t exactly an eight-to-five work routine. It 
takes Tom Conner considerably less time than that 
to account for all the pads, shoes, jerseys and socks 
in his supply. 

“And that's because he’s so well organized,”

The Stallions director of security was, in one 
word, “busy.”

April 18—Plans are announced at a New York City press conference for 
the formation of a new sprintime football leaque, to be called the United 
States Football Leaque. One of the 12 cities will be Birmingham. 


May 26—The USFL and ABC-TV enter into a firm two-year arrangement 
whereby ABC will telecast a game a week during the inaugural 1985 season. 


June 16—The Birmingham franchise of the USFL holds a press 
conference at The Club at Birmingham for the purpose of announcing plans 
for its new team. Ambassador Marvin L. Warner, a Birmingham native and 
University of Alabama graduate, is introduced as principal owner and 
chairman of the board of the new team which will be called the Stallions. 


July 28—Louise, Miss., native, Jerry Sklar, a long-time Birmingham 
business and civic leader, is named president and chief operating officer of 
the Stallions, 


Sept. 2—Veteran Pittsburgh Steelers assistant coach Rollie Dotsch is 
introduced as the head coach of the Stallions at a press conference held at 
The Club. 


Oct. 24—The Stallions and the Birmingham Park and Recreation Board 
sign a five-year lease which will make Legion Field the home of the Stallions.
